New York, Feb. 18. —Through the 


Intercession 
of Mrs. William Thaw, 


the mother of Harry K. Thaw, the dis- 
sension between the ' counsel which 
threatened the disruption of the 
forces of the defense has ceased, and 
Delmas will continue as the principal 
in the examination of witnesses, and 
when the evidence is all in will make 
the closing plea for the defense.

current, arose over the publication ot 
an alleged interview with Attorney 
McPike, .partner of.

Messrs. Hartridge, O'Relly, Gleason 
and Peahody, also counsel for Thaw, 
'are said to have seriously taken Mr. 
McPike to task for the remarks cred- 
ited to him, and Mr. McPike vigor- 
ously denied the alleged interview. 
In this denial he is said to have been 
supported .by bis partner, Mr. Delmas. 


There was a five-hour conference 


.later of all the counsel for Thaw at 
Mr. Delmas'. office, and at this meet- 
ing, it is said, Mr. Delnias took occa- 
sion to criticise severely the lack of 
support upon the part of his asso- 
ciates. He declared, it is said, that 
they had done everything to discredit 
hiifa and to make him appear ridicu- 
lous, and that, although he had been 
nominally in charge of the case in 
court since the second day of the 
trial, he had in fact been nothing of 
tie sort. As an illustration of this 
alleged desire to confuse him, he de- 
clared he knew nothing of Thaw's will 
and letters until they were handed to 
him as he was questioning a witness 
In court. 


It is not likely the present situa- 


tion in the Thaw case will result in a 
mistrial. It is said that Juror Joseph 
B. Bollon, whose wife died last week 
and was buried* Saturday, has stated 
that he is willing and able to go on 
with the trial. So long as he is 
willing to state that his grief will not 
prevent his giving proper attention to 
the' proceedings, there is no way in 
which he can be excused. Mr. Bolton 
is reported to have told Justice Fitz- 
gerald that he considers his duties as 
a citizen to outweigh all personal con- 
siderations, and that he is willing to 
lay aside his grief and continue to 
serve the state so long as he is 
needed. 


Aside from the routine expense of 


juror and witness fees, the Thaw trial 
Is costing the state a sum almost 
equal to that which is being spent by 
the defendant's family in the attempt 
to prove the young man was insane 
•when he shot-Stanford White. Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome has employed 
for the state three of the most emi- 
nent alienists of the country, and 
their fees alone will make the costs 
rival In cost the famous Molineaux 
hearings, which consisted of a battle 
of experts almost from first to last.

IN WHICH A SCORE DIED 


Motormaii Admits Before the Coro« 


ner That He Was Running at 


Top Speed.

New York, Feb. IS—The prosecu- 


tion on charges of manslaughter of 
several high officials of the New York 
Central railroad is regarded as 
the 


probable consequence of the Bedford 
Park wreck of the Brewster express 
on the Harlem division of the road 
Saturday night resulting in the death 
of twenty-two and injury of 150 pass- 
engers. Developments at the coro- 
ner's inquest this afternoon will 
definitely determine whether prcjse- 
cutions are to be expected. 


Assistant District Attorney Smyth 


is inclined to place the blame directly 
on the railroad officials. 
He believes 


the disaster was due to the fact that 
the road bed and trucks were too 
weak to stand the strain of the Bea- 
vey electric motors at the high/^rate 
of speed at which they were driven. 


The list of dead will probably be 


lengthened today. Three of the vic- 
tims are said to be fatally injured, 
while six others have only a fighting 
chance for their lives. 


The railroad company's investiga- 


tion has revealed a break in one of 
the front wheels of the motor and ia 
one of the rails. 


Many survivors lay the blame on 


the excessive speed at which the train 
was running;, estimated by them at 
from 70 to 100 miles an hour. They 
say the company was trying to maker 
a record run between the city and 
White Plains. 


New York, Feb. 18.—With, the clear- 


Ing of the wreckage of the New Yxirk 
Central electric express train, 
went over an embankment In. 
northern- part of -tlilHJ 'CiHy; inter-;: 
est turned to what the author- 
ities might do. Perhaps the most sig- 
nificant statement of the day was, tb« 
one made by Coroner Schwannecke, 
He had secured a statement from 
Motorman Rogers of the wrecked 
train. In this, according to the coro- 
ner, the motorman had made a state- 
ment that he was running on schedule 
time when the accident occurred/ and 
admitted that the speed of his train 
was 70 miles an hour. Rogers, said 
the coroner, declares that he did Hot 
know anything was wrong until an 
eighth of a mile beyond the place of 
derailment. The coroner said: "It-'ap- 
pears to me that a spreading of the 
rails caused the disaster. I think one 
of the motors hit a section of the 
track with force enough to cause it to 
jump off. The smoker followed and 
swung the cars following completely 
off the track, breaking the coupling. 
When the rear cars broke loose they 
ran wild for a distance and finally 
turned."

Flood of the police department, Coro- 
ner Schwannecke and Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Smythe, together with 
other members of the district attor- 
ney's force, looked over the seen* 
and sought to determine the cause of 
the derailment of the train. The re- 
sult of their investigation may be- 
come known when the inquest is held 
by the coroner. 


It was learned that the railroad 


company had detectives at work on a 
theory that wreckers had tampered 
with the track. 


The casualty list included 22 dead, 


several fatally hurt and 145 more or 
less seriously injured. 


When the wreck occurred the three 


rear coaches, completely filled with, 
passengers, were thrown on their 
right side just above a sharp curve at 
Woodlawn road bridge. People werft- 
hurled violently from their seats and 
the most of those who were killed 
were pitched through fne windows as 
the cars slid on their sides. The third 
rail held for a time, but finally broke 
•with a flash and a roar seen and 
heard for a great distance. Between 
the wreck of the "current" rail and 
the main track, the bodies were 
wedged. They were held here as lha 
cars passed along, and in this way 
were terribly mangled.

Six of them 
reached a water-logged lifeboat, the 
only boat it was possible to launch, 
the others having been smashed, and 
all of them, with the exception of one 
who died from exhaustion, were res- 
cued by a pilot boat after suffering 
greatly from exposure.

Paris, Feb. 18.—Whether the settle- 


ment of the church lease problem as 
negotiated by Minister Briand shall 
stand will probably he determined 
Tuesday. The fate of the Clemenceau 
cabinet is also involved. 


Tuesday the cabinet will decide its 


course, and on the same day it will 
go before parliament and define its 
position. MM. Menuier and Guieyesse, 
the radical Republican deputies, con- 
sented to postpone their interpella- 
tions scheduled until the cabinet has 
had another opportunity to compose 
its differences, and meantime the "ne- 
gotiations between M. Selves, prefect 
of the Seine, and Mgrr. Annette, arch- 
bishop coadjutor of Paris, on the sub- 
ject of contracts for the lease of 
churches will be ordered suspended. 
It is certain in advance that if M. 
Briand is beaten in the cabinet Tues- 
day, he not only will retire but -will 
appeal from the decision of the cabi- 
net to the chamber of deputies, and 
that the issue will be fought out upon 
the floor in a battle royal between 
the premier and his young lieutenant, 
whose speeches in favor of a liberal 
Interpretation of the separation law 
have been repeatedly ordered placard- 
ed through the country. It Is a curious 
fact that while the government is hes- 
itating, scores of communes, disre- 
garding the instructions and advice of 
the government, are concluding con- 
tracts between mayors and cures. 


Finance Minister Caillaux and Min-
